Hey there ya'punk! Long time since my last column so I want to first 
offer my apology to Pat. As he already knows, the last couple of months 
have been so ridiculously busy for me I haven't had much time to 
commit thought to print. The biggest event for me was the birth of my 
third child, Addy. When babies are on the way, work is a plenty, 
especially when you have a 3 and 4 yr old. This pregnancy was 
especially hard on my wife. Early on she noticed that she would get 
extremely weak over the course of the day sometimes to the point of 
laying on the floor unable to get up. Obviously that's not a good sign 
and it's especially distressing when these are things that were happening 
while I was at work. Although she resisted me at first, she did go to her 
doctor to find out what was going on. After numerous tests the doctor 
diagnosed her with gestational diabetes, hypoglycemia and anemia.

They decided to 
move the baby in utero (intense!!!) and induce my wife. 13 hrs after the 
nurses induced her, my wife delivered a beautiful 71b 9oz baby girl 
named Adelyn (Addy). I know most of you reading this don't have 
children but in case you ever do decide to make little punks, all you 
potential dads have to be there to watch your child be born. The only 
thing I can is that it's the closest you can get to seeing God. Not saying 
that I believe in God just that witnessing the birth of something you 
helped to create is the single most moving experience a person can have. 
When I lay on the couch with her sleeping on my chest, it feel like my 
heart swells. It's love like nothing you'll ever feel anywhere or from 
anyone else. Kids kick ass.

It looks as though my family and I will be moving up to the Burlington 
Vermont area in the next 2 months and there would be no way for me to 
continue doing the bands while fulfilling all my other obligations. I wish 
John and Dave the best and I thank them for allowing me to be a part of 
the band. I had such a blast on tour and the tour diary is testament to 
that. 

Alright, enough Stuart Smalley crap let's get to the punk, shall we? I 
have made a new friend in Virginia who does cdr copies of rare 
japanese vinyl releases. This guy kicks ass!! You give him a wish list of 
japanese hardcore you want, let's say Bastard "Wind of Pain" Ip, 


Lipcream "Night Rider more than fight" ep, Confuse "Nuclear adicts" 
flexi and all the Gauze Ips and he bums you a copy for 5 bucks. I shit 
you not, this dude has everything!! He also has tons of videos old and 
new. Everything from Kuro to Aburadako. Get in touch with this him 
and let him know Matt from Death Before Disco sent you! His email is 
Mattd67@cox.net . 

The Siege discography lp will be out sometime in the next few months 
on Deep Six records with a cd version being released by Deranged 
records out of Toronto. The lp version will include the "Dropdead" 
demo tracks along with tracks from the seminal Pushead comp "Cleanse 
the Bacteria" and the cd version will include previously unreleased 
tracks.

Pro-Life Vs. Pro-Choice Part 1 
Or 

Poached Eggs With A Choice of Sides 


I know it’s a cheap trick but I will be starting this column with 
sex. Invariably this argument is rooted with people getting buck wild on 
the fur rug in front of a roaring fire. Or in the backseat of a Ford 
Tempo.. .you know who you are. And sooner or later the result is the 
phrase that has caused more panicky stammering and hasty retreats than 
any other in history I’m late. 

The fear associated with being responsible for the life of one’s 
own progeny has been causing women to weep and men to wet 
themselves for countless generations. This tendency to doubt one’s 
fitness as a parent is as bad, if not worse, than the palpable fear women 
reserve for the pain of childbirth itself. So it was really an inevitability 
that mankind devise means by which to interrupt the process 
midstream. .as it were. 

Since before the written word, women have been using all sorts 
of methods to bypass parenthood responsibility. Be it herbal 
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concoctions whipped up by local medicine men or overstrenuous 
activity, these methods were most effective at ending a unwanted or 
untimely pregnancy although at no small risk. And because they placed 
the woman at a substantial health risk they were practiced relatively 
sparingly and only in the most dire cases. With the advent of ‘modem’ 
medicine, non-surgical medical procedures have made the practice of 
abortion more appealing, what with it’s low risk and relative ease. 

And that when it all went horribly wrong... 

- Pro-Life - 

Usually huddled under the right wing of, incidentally, the right 
wing, conscientious objectors have been touting the evils of induced 
miscarriages as well as their negative impact on the moral fiber of 
society for hundreds of years. 

Starting first with the super judgmental Christian priests 
preaching sin and guilt and hell-fire fears to the huddled masses and 
debuting later on with the wealthy aristocracy of old world Europe. 
However in early post-war 1940's, the Pro-Life movement found it’s 
most solid foothold to date in prosperous white- American, God-fearing 
nuclear families. 

At every turn of the moral thumbscrews and at each successful 
baby blockade, the Pro-Life movement seemed to gain more and more 
momentum until, in 1973, the Supreme Court knuckled up and finally 
put an end to the question of a woman’s right to make decision in regard 
to her own body, if only up to a certain point. 

Roe vs. Wade, while the recognized world-wide as the classic 
battle for a woman’s right to choose, was really only one of many class- 
action lawsuits brought before the Supreme Court. But it was Roe vs. 
Wade paired with the Pro-Lifers own publicity machine, that drew the 
national media attention needed to forever cement the issue of life vs. 
choice in the minds of every American. 

Now when the worldwide media focuses their laser-precision, 
24-hour unblinking attention on anything, it really is only a matter of 
time before imperfections in the system start to appear and it proved no 
different for the 1970' and 1980's Pro-Life movement. Hungry industry 
reporters flocked to every new abortion battle line and hotspot in hopes 
of those popular humanity stories we all know and loathe. The Pro-life 
movement initially saw this as a hopeful sign of changing times instead 
of what it really was... blood in the water. 

And then it was really only a matter of time before the sharks 
came to feed on every fundamentalist nut and self-righteous hack more 
than willing to take the helm and preach their own twisted beliefs to an 
awaiting world through the magic of television. With coverage 
progressing at a fever pitch, the Pro-Life movement quickly replaced 
homosexuals in the pole position of media demonizing and their 
message was quietly lost under the weight of their own publicity 
monster. 

But whatever you do, don’t waste an ounce of pity on these 
people. Those who today comprise the Pro-Life movement are among 
those who demonized the homosexuals and single parents of yesterday. 
And as my momma always said, what goes around, comes around. 

Recently, the more religiously backed Pro-Life groups, such as 
the National Right to Life, Operation: Rescue etc., have found both new 
support and new battles to be fought in their crusade for life. The issue 
of stem cells and the means and source from which they are harvested 
has breathed new momentum into the abortion merry-go-round. For the 
time being, new pushes in anti-abortion and anti-cloning legislation have 
sufficiently pushed enough religious buttons with many office holders 
within the government to place a woman’s right to choice back in 
harm’s way, but only time will ultimately tell what, if anything, may 
come of it. 

But it is my opinion that, should the Pro-Life argument ever 
hope to succeed in winning over America, it should put as much 
distance as humanly possible between the issue and the spiritual beliefs 
of individuals. It has been my experience that overzealous Pro-Lifers 
looking for an edge will lean the debate towards that of a more 
theocratic nature and unwittingly alienate supporters and opponents 


alike. Using God as a debating tool is foolhardy at best and very 
dangerous at worst. Touching too close to individual’s belief in the 
nature of existence and their role in it has backfired on many in 
unpredictable ways and as far as I know, nobody has been able to prove 
the existence of heaven and thus, it remains only a possibility and not 
fact. 

And while their many self-righteous nuances may influence 
your opinion of Pro-Lifers themselves, they ultimately cannot and 
should not detract from the simple truth of matter, Pro-Lifers are 
fighting for life, period. Their fight is for the right of an unborn child to 
live, and not for any other reason than that. 

- Pro-Choice - 

The natural progression of the world dictates that wherever 
there sprouts Pro-Lifers, there will inevitably come Pro-Choicers to 
challenge their beliefs, sort of like the chicken before the egg.... or was 
that the egg before the chicken? 

With their beliefs rooted deep within the Bill of Rights and the 
American constitution, the Pro-Choice advocates have used these 300- 
year old documents like scared little children use safety blankets. And 
with big strong friends like national advocacy groups the American 
Civil Liberties Union and the National Women’s Organization, they 
have more than once proven themselves to capable of going head-to- 
head with even the most fundamentalist bully. 

Unlike the tactics exhibited by their Pro-Life nemeses, the Pro- 
Choice movement have chosen a far more conservative battle plan, 
opting for reaction rather than action. This responsive style better suits 
their very defensible position behind the shield provided by the Bill of 
Rights and Roe vs. Wade and at the same time allows them to fight the 
war of attrition in the more passive-aggressive position in hopes of 
exhausting their opponent’s resources. Possibly the most beneficial 
aspect of this strategy has been to keep the media’s probing eyes at bay, 
a lesson well learned from the events following the Roe vs. Wade 
decision. 

Those who choose the Pro-Choice doctrine hold the point of 
view that to deny a woman, or on a broader scale a person, the right to 
choose an appropriate course of action in regards to matters involving 
their own body is nothing short of slavery. A woman should have the 
option of ending a pregnancy irregardless of perceived social 
repercussions, her body... her choice. 

While the majority of the Pro-Life constituency would lead you 
to believe that the goal of Pro-Choicers is an abortion clinic on every 
street with lines stretching around the comer, the truth of the matter is 
that they were so busy calling for the outright ban of physician 
performed abortions, that it was the Pro-Choice movement who were the 
ones enacting legislation to keep abortion under control. It was through 
their hard work that Planned Parenthood programs can be found almost 
anywhere and that abortion procedures are treated today like those of 
plastic surgery in that patients histories undergo a heavy screening 
process. So there. 

Along with their opponents, Pro-Choice advocates have also 
evolved to address the issue of stem cell research as well as it’s impact 
on a woman’s right to choose. With the most plentiful and viable source 
of these stem cells coming from aborted fetuses, the Pro-Choicers have 
found themselves side to side with therapeutic and reproductive cloning 
proponents. An unholy alliance to be sure, but one bred from little 
alternative. 

- In Closing - 

All in all, the ethical questions associated with abortion should 
really be the least of our worries. For me, the far more important issue 
is that of responsibility. We, Americans I mean, have rapidly moved 
towards a society in which an individual is held less and less 
accountable for their actions and given more and more opportunities to 
opt out. Abortion is a means to avoid the responsibility associated with 
the act of sex. 

The bottom line is a simple and easv one to understand, but one 


that our biological imperative has the most trouble with in this modem 
world. If you don’t think that you’re responsible enough to deal with 
the potentiality of creating and having to care for a child, don’t have 
sex. Pure and simple. 

Now I know that the mindless monkeys out there are, at this 
point, screaming at my printed words. Hey asshole, in today’s complex 
world that is simply not realistic solution. Life is not a simple as right 
and wrong, black and white, good and evil, up and down, in and 
out... .What was I saying? Oh yeah. 

Don’t get me wrong, I, better than most, know that our world is 
an intricate and complex one. Nothing is really ever as easy a right and 
wrong and in some instances there may be extenuating circumstances 
whereby a pregnancy was not the result of sex between two consenting 
individuals. In this grey area most sensible, common-sense individuals, 
myself included, tend to agree that abortion should be available as a 
viable solution but we must all recognize that there comes a point at 
which extenuating circumstances become simply excuses. 

An individual’s right to make a decision in regards to their own 
personage should outweigh the so-called ‘greater good’. But by using 
abortion simply as a means to bypass parental responsibility, you 
contribute to an ever-growing problem of irresponsibility rather than 
being part of the solution. We all need to remember that with that 
choice comes responsibility and if you don’t want responsibility... tough 
shit, grow up. That’s the price of freedom. Like it or leave it. 

A wise man once said ‘being responsible for one’s own actions 
is a sure sign of nobility’. I say ‘accountability has nothing to do with 
nobility and everything to do with maturity’.

I love records. Love 'em. Like I love my own momma. I love 
the sound the needle makes when I set it down on the rotating piece of 
plastic. I love the smell of a new record, when I pull it out of its sleeve 
for the first time. When it has that static cling still on it...mmmmmm. I 
love the excitement I feel when I get home from a record release show 
and throw on my newest 7" or LP..on limited edition colored vinyl. 

As a kid I knew of vinyl only as my fathers Jethro Tull LP's 
and Beatles 7". I did not buy vinyl until I came across a cheap portable 
record player at the flea market. It was an old model. It was probably the 
height of technology at one time. It was "portable", which meant that 

could be moved from place to place not played without plugging it in. 

It looked like a big off-white box with a handle on top of it. Push the 
black button on top and out pops 2 speakers and the turrTtable goes from 
a vertical position to a horizontal position. It was like a musical Go-Bot. 

I was so amazed, and went out and bought the only records that were 
accessible for a 12 year old in New Hampshire... Alice Cooper (who I 
still love), The Doors (ditto) and an occasional Metallica record or 
Testament record. The feature I really liked about my Go-Bot Record 
Player was that it had the "multiple record" option. This is when you 
you can stack records on top of each other, and when one record was 
done playing, the next would drop down and automatically play. This 
would continue until the last record dropped down. 

I loved that goddamn thing. I played records on it until it 
broke. After discovering punk rock, I realized that there were more than 
just Herb Albert LP's.. .but Minor Threat 7", Ramones LP's and rare 
pressings of all sorts. I started to collect records, buy records and listen 
to records. CD's were becoming more and more popular, but nothing 
sounded like a hot piece of wax. I only bought records I could afford, 
making sure I had enough money for my booze and smack. 


Unfortunately it's hard to carry 100's of records on your back when your 
a homeless train hopper. But, the day I got off of the smack and off of 
the street, there was no stopping the record collector inside me that had 
been in hibernation. 

The first record I bought when I started to collect records again 
was Generation X's 12" on Chrysalis Records. After that, there was no 
stopping me...$ 100's of dollars and hours of skimming record bins later, 
I have a huge collection bursting at the seams with rare and collectable 
vinyl. I've scored big at thrift stores and spent WAY too much money at 
record shops. I spend too much time on Ebay and GEMM searching for 
the rarest of the rare. Once collecting records (or collecting anything for 
that matter) gets in your blood, you can't stop it. I buy at least a dozen 
records a wtepk, even though I am running out of room for all of them. 
Sometimes I Will buy a record I already have, because I forgot I had it. 
It's a sickness. Colored vinyl? Forget about it... I need every color ever 
put out. Test pressings? As many as I can get my hands on. But I've just 
entered a new avenue of record collecting.. .putting out my own record. 

By this time The Struggle's new 7" "Hopeless Nights" will be 
out. This has opened a new understanding of record collecting for me. 
Special sleeves, record release visions, test pressings, and colored vinyl. 
And although it delayed the records, the idea of a "rejected" pressing is 
too much for my record collecting self to pass up. Don't get me wrong, it 
needed to be redone... the mastering was really off, but you can 
understand my excitement when I found out that I would have 6 ultra 
rare versions of a 7". 

I think I handled it well and I did not go crazy on the colored 
vinyl. Although I collect colored versions of my favorite records, it does 
bug me that some bands put out 20 different versions on different color 
vinyl. It makes the color seem less valuable. So I did 100 color, and I 
had the pressing plant pick which color it would be. Nothing compares 
to the feeling a record collector gets when they finally put out a record 
of their own. It's an exciting and well deserved tip of the hat. 

I think that more people should put out 7"'s and LP's. It's dying 
art form. Sure, it might cost more to do (about Si, 267 for 1000 7"), and 
it's a slower sell than CD's, not many people have record players 
anymore and there's less room for music... wait, why would anyone want 
to do a vinyl release? Because although all of the above is true, and it 
takes a huge risk to put out a vinyl release ...that is what makes it so

As I write this, the end of 2003 approaches... I haven’t even 
attempted to put together any sort of coherent ‘best of lists, yet. I used 
to obsess about that sort of thing. From the time I was a kid, doing 
imaginary radio broadcasts in my room — even had call-letters for a fake 
radio station, would make up top ten lists every week and dutifully 
count ‘em down, just like Casey Kasem on American Top 40. At the end 
of the year. I’d go through those lists, compile a ‘best of and do a top 
30 countdown. I did this embarrassingly late into my adolescence. 
Anyway, the list-making continued into my adulthood, especially after I 
started doing a zine and also contributing the occasional best-of list to 
other zineS. I'd put together a mix-tape of one song each from the best 
albums of the year. Spent a lot of time and energy doing it, getting it just 
right. Once again, to a level of obsession. I finally stopped doing it 
about 5 years ago. It was crazy to try to spend hours not only coming up 
with a top 30 of the year, but putting it in order. What was the point? 

So I cut back and started doing just a Top 10 or even general ‘best of 
for the year and that seems to work now. Some years, there’s an album 
that stands head and shoulders above everything else. That, no matter 
how many times I put it on, it still provides a jolt, a charge — where I 



hang on every chord, every lick and it permanently embeds itself into 
my brainwaves. To be honest, not too many albums have done that in 
recent years. Only one, in fact, immediately come to mind. The last one 
that affected me that way was Dillinger Four’s “Midwestern Songs Of 
The Americas.” I’ve played it hundreds of times and still enjoy it. There 
hasn’t been another album as good as that one since it came out in 1 998. 
There were few albums in the decade before its release that were as 
good as it. It’s perfect — every song is memorable, it flows seamlessly 
and I still can’t get it out of my head. A perfect merger of punk, 
hardcore and pop. I’ve extolled the virtues of this album countless times 
and I’ll do it until they remove the life support. It may even be my life 
support — I just saw that Stevie Ray Vaughan the other night where he’s 
paying more attention to his guitar than his significant other and she 
keeps attacking him to the point where he’s hospitalized. In the final 
frame, he’s about to expire and she runs in with his guitar, plugs it 
directly into his arm and it revives him. I think that if I were in a similar 
situation, if the doctor plugged a CD player or stereo directly into my 
head and turned on the D4 album, it’d scare away the grim reaper for a 
good long time. Be gone, flatlines. 

In recent years, there have been some albums, CD’s and 7”s that have 
logged a lot of play-time around here — I keep going back to the Limp 
Wrist LP, Last In Line’s “L’Esercito Del Morto” album, Talk Is 
Poison’s CD that compiles a couple of their 7”s (came out before D4 
but it just gets better with age), Balance of Terror’s “A Better 
Tomorrow” album, 9 Shocks Terror’s albums (especially “Zen and The 
Art Of Beating Your Ass”) and the Gordon Solie Motherfuckers’ 
“Power Bomb Anthems” 10” EP. Also worth mentioning, off the top of 
my head, are records by Spazm-151, World Bums To Death, Tear It Up, 
Punch In The Face and Amdi Petersens Arme. Those immediately come 
to mind and I know I’m in for a thrill-ride every time I take those gems 
out of the jewel case or record sleeve. 

Speaking of vinyl, I still enjoy the physical act of dropping a needle 
on vinyl more than almost any other activity (hey — I’m human and even 
music nerds don’t live by rock l n roll alone)... I'm not anti-CD but 
there’s still a visceral thrill in taking a record off the shelf, admiring the 
full-sized artwork, handling it more gently than a newborn baby, pulling 
over that tonearm and carefully placing it at the beginning of the disc 
and then turning it up nice and loud. A few pops? So what? There’s a 
warmth and immediacy that still gives me the same charge after 40 years 
of owning/buying/scamming/collecting vinyl. One of my old friends told 
me some years back “I'm done with vinyl.’* This is the kind of guy who 
likes shopping in malls instead of checking out funky stores in the city. 
Fle’d rather walk into some chain, whether it’s a national one or the 
‘wicked good’ local one [note to non-Bostonians — the latter description 
is a play on said chain’s slogan]. He likes clean, gleaming stores with 
nice little shrink-wrapped CD’s and DVD’s and his tastes run decidedly 
towards the mainstream. He’s not one of those guys who really enjoys 
getting his hands dirty, looking through stacks of old vinyl in some off- 
the- beaten -path store. I live for that, myself. The sense of discovery — 
the quest. That's almost as much fun as finding what you’re looking 
for — and when you do, when you find some old LP or 7” that you’ve 
been trying to locate for god knows how long, it's a great feeling. 

There's no cure to this kind of obsessive behavior. And I don’t 
want one!

On a completely different topic, I recently attended my 25th 
high school reunion. I actually had a great time. I think it helped that, 
during the summer, I started a YahooGroup to enable people, including 
myself, to reconnect with classmates. I'm not even so sure why I wanted 
to do this, since I was far from Mr. Popularity in high school (or college 
for that matter) but it worked out pretty well and 1 ended up 
corresponding with some people for the first time in a quarter century. 
Some of ‘em 1 can take or leave but there have also been some pleasant 
surprises — one woman who I barely knew in high school has turned out 
to be a potential friend/ally... turns out we were at a lot of the same 
shows in the late 70s/early 80s and kind of look at the world the same 


way. We’re also both diehard Red Sox fans and there was a lot of 
mutual support going on during their inevitable collapse during the 
American League Championship Series (at least the fucking Yankees 
lost, eventually). I’ve gone to a few parties and get-togethers and, while 
I don’t feel that strong a connection with all of these people, it’s been a 
decent change of pace. The guy who got me into punk rock is on the list, 
my oldest childhood friend and my first sort-of-girlfriend. There was 
also a woman named Cindy on the list... she had moved to my 
hometown in the sixth grade and I was immediately attracted to her and 
hung around with her a bit and even went with her to my eighth grade 
dance. Not really a date but we walked over together... I was too much 
of a chickenshit to ask her or pretty much any other girl out during my 
adolescent years but always liked her. 

Like most classmates, I lost touch with her after high school. I 
heard bits and pieces about her and knew that her mother had died 
young and that there had been family tension. In the past few years, even 
before I started the YahooGroup, I was e-mailing various classmates 
and managed to get back in touch with quite a few. I stumbled across 
Cindy’s brother’s email and dropped him a line to see about contacting 
Cindy. He provided her email and I dropped her a line sometime in 
2002 but didn’t get a reply. When the reunion was in the planning 
stages, I volunteered to start the group and got a bunch of emails, 
including hers. She subscribed and we exchanged a few emails and she 
posted to the group a few times, as well. She was living in Philly, was a 
VP of a plastic furniture company (after getting a masters in fine arts — 
interesting career choice) and still single. No indication anything was 
wrong. 

She seemed to disappear off the list for awhile. I didn’t think 
much about it because, like with most lists, we have a lot of ‘lurkers.’ 
Then came a shocking bit of news at the end of October — her step- 
sister, also one of our classmates, posted on the list that Cindy had died 
of alcoholism. I was stunned, as were other classmates who had known 
her growing up. 43 years old. As far as I know, she’s only the second 
member of our class to have died. It certainly gets you pondering your 
own mortality but, more immediately, wondering what happened? On 
the surface, someone’s life seems fulfilling, successful, whatever, but 
they end up dead from something that could have been avoided. I still 
don’t have the details about what happened— I don’t even know if I’ll 
ever find out because I want to respect privacy and all but it’s hard to 
believe the girl I went with to my 8 th grade dance is gone. 

So that was quite a jolt. As for the reunion, I had been sick all 
week and was pumped up on cold medicine and that enabled me to 
function, although it certainly made me feel somewhat spacy. Not so 
much that 1 still realized that one classmate in particular, “A,” is still the 
same condescending asshole he was in growing up. That one guy I was 
friends with, growing up, sadly hasn't evolved — he’s still a foul- 
mouthed racist, boasting “I’ve been a Republican for 25 years — I've 
never changed.” Kind of sad, if you think about it, especially when we 
were reminiscing about the newspaper crew that we worked on together 
while in high school and the various characters we worked with. I 
reminded him of a Latino kid we had on the crew and he went, “oh yeah, 
the 5/7/c.” Real man of genius — what can I tell you? When I was 18, I 
kind of let it slide because he was one of the few classmates that was 
friendly and he wasn’t a bad guy to hang around with at the time. I kind 
of liked being on that newspaper crew... except for dodging the 
occasional nasty dog or whiny old lady. I was by myself, didn't have to 
deal with people all that much and could be alone with my thoughts. 
Anyway, this guy definitely hasn 't changed. We had lunch together last 
year and it was OK but there wasn't any followup until I saw him at the 
reunion, except for the occasional e-mail. Can't say I feel that badly 
about it, either. 

But. to be totally sappy, one of the coolest things was getting to 
dance with a woman I had kind of a crush on during high school but, of 
course, never asked out. I did dance with her once during high school 
a slow dance, in fact, and I got a stiff neck because she was a lot taller 
than me at the time. I told her about this at the reunion and she said that 
we'll have to try again... and we did dance and I'm proud to say that my 


neck didn’t get sore, this time. It also turns out she’s incredibly nice and 
I’ve become friendly with her, as well. 

So that’s been a pleasant surprise— all these years, I felt this 
sense of alienation from everything that occurred while growing up and 
I almost feel as though I’m getting something of a second chance, here. 
Some of em aren t so bad after all and it’s adding something to my life. 
We’re having another get-together in February and one of my 
classmates is DJ-ing and invited me to help out... I’m going to mix a 
few hardcore punk songs into the classic rock and older punk mix and 
see if I can get a circle pit going with a bunch of 40-somethings. Could 
be interesting!

Nol_3: What are the bands you've really enjoyed playing with in Boston? 

Nic: I love to play with The Knox; we actually played our first show with them back in July 
Billy: The Knox, The Struggle, The Profits, Jeepers H Crackers, and Jonee Earthquake, If it 
wasn't for them, we wouldn't have any shows, ha-ha. 

Njc: yah jonee has defiantly helped us a lot and I know were not the only ones. 

Nol3 : How do you think our scene stands up against other scenes in the country? 

Billy: Well, a lot of people in other scenes say that the Boston scene is dead, but I disagree. I love going 
everyone knows each other. I think we’re just as strong, if not stronger, than any other scene out there.

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When so many bands are putting out CD’s, Renegade takes a step back and 
does what most bands 10 years ago did.... put out an indestructible, cheap 
and easily made album.. .on a cassette. This interview was conducted with 
K-Lub, the leader of Portland, ME's Renegade Tape Army via E-mail. 

Interview by Pat -The FNS Guy- 

Nol3 : What is Renegade Tapes all about and how did it start? 

K-Lub : Renegade Tapes was something i started after i recorded Genital 
Panik's (hardcore from Lewiston) demo in February of this year. They 
weren't sure what they were going to do with it. I told them that if they gave 
it to me I'd put it out on my tape label. Then i figured i might as well really 
start one. Once i got going , the ideas just kept motivating me to keep 
going. Now we have about 5 tapes out. lil t 

Nol3 : What is involved in putting out one of your cassette releases? 

K-Lub : Well, Usually a band will have something recorded and pass it 
along to me. I'll either assist in the making of the layout, or just do it 
myself. After that it’s just a matter of making copies... making copies... 
making copies... |||j| 

Nol3 : Do you plan on expanding to vinyl or CD releases? If and when you 
do, what band or bands would you put out? 

K-Lub : The band I'm in Down To Kill have been planning on putting out 
an LP. We just have to record it. That will be released on Renegade. After 
that I'd like to do some 7" with some of our Maine bands up here like Pinko 
and the Action Boys or Donkeypunch. Probably split releases. CD’s are not 
my favorite thing. I hate them actually. Ill buy them, and 111 sell some of 
them, but they scratch too easy, and they don't really have any personality. I 
have only released one tape that comes on CD as well, but that was for a tour. If you drop a CD on a brick on the floor it'll scratch, right? If you drop a tape 
it'll play just fine, when the shit comes down and the cities are burning i think cassettes will be what we find leftover if anything. If we find CD's they'll be 
too scratched to play. 

No 13 : The Maine punk scene seems to be spread apart . Do you find that bands travel long distances just to play in their own state? Do most play in 
Portland ? 

K-Lub : It's spread apart because of the ages i think. A lot of the bands are mostly kids, and they live with their parents. Once they are older they usually move 
out of MAine or to Portland. The bands will usually play in Portland, Bangor, anywhere were they'll rent out a hall. We've driven 2.5 hours within the state 
to play one show, that was a hike, but it was great that there were all these people into it, even if they are from East Bumfuck! 

Nol3 : What Maine bands do you really like? 

K-Lub : Well, I tend to like all of them cuz i'm biased. Big Meat Hammer have been playing in Portland for over 12 years, and they are still great. Pinko and 
the Action Boys are amazing, they have been around for about 6 years and they get better and better. Younger guys like the the Jimmies, Tom Savage 
Explosion, The Ebolas, The Welfare Mothers, Scary Mary. Venus Cunt Trap are an all chick band who have a tape out on renegade... they fuckin' rule. 
Donkeypunch are a great band. 

Nol3 : Are their plenty of venues in your area ? What is the general state of the scene in Portland? 

K-Lub : Well everyone takes what they can get. A lot of churches are rented. A lot of VFW halls. Grange Halls... that type of thing. There was a great venue 
in westbrook (just out side of portland) that was run by the kids and for the kids and all that stuff, but the kids lost it cuz the kids couldn't control it. ft was a 
great basement with some great shows. I think the Crucial Unit show was the biggest. It fell apart though. I think it just made people lazy, cuz they wouldn't 
do shows anywhere else so there was a show every other day. Next thing you know some kid has a cop for a daddy and his pig daddy doesn't like how the 
fire codes weren't met. fucker. The only bar in town worth it's beer is GENO's. They will cater to just about anything except cover bands. Gotta be 21 to enter 
though. 

Nol3 : What do you want out of Renegade tapes? 

K-Lub : I want an army of defiant youth crawling down the main streets of every city with grenades. And I want them to crawl to their schools, their churches, 
there doctor's offices, their psychologists office, their parents house, their institutions, their media offices and PULL THE PINS OUT!! WOOHOO!! 

Nol3: Any last words? 

K-Lub : Send me shit... i'll send you shit. Maine bands wanna play out of state, and we want you to play here, go to mainepunx.tk and check out some of what 
we have, or just order renegade stuff. 










Prisoner 1 3 sent me their CD to be reviewed this month. I liked it so much I asked them for an 
interview. This interview was done via e-mail. 


No13 : Give us a run down of who's who, who does what 
and how you've gotten to the current line up. 

Prisonerl3 : Our current lineup is Bowser: Vox, R.J.: Drums, 
Guazz: Guitar, B Man: Bass, Steve O: Guitar. It started with 
just The Crooked Four. A couple of years ago we hooked up 
with Steve O and things fell into place. 

Mol 3 : Tell me about your area. Some of 
the good bands, some of the shitty bands 
andJne general state of your local scene. 

Ppi^oner 1 3 : Our area (Central VT) is pretty 
supportive of hardcore music. There are a ton 
cTr shitty bands and a handfull of good bands. 

What makes a band shitty in our eyes isn't 
necessarily their music, but their attitude. We 
play anywhere/anytime but if you think your 
a rock star because your headlining a local 
show, you'll meet us in the parking lot. 

No13 : Your music reflects old school 
traditional metal and the lyrics lean towards early 80's 
type "unity" hardcore. What are each of your influences 
and how has it effected your music? 

Prisonerl3 : Well we grew up listening to Metallica, Anthrax, 
Sepultura and Slayer. As we got deeper into the music scene 
we got into Sam Black Church, Scissorfight, Shadows Fall, 
and other local (New England) bands that ripped but were 
short-lived. Honestly, they don't really 'effect' how we write 
our music. We've had the same formula of 
'kick ass at all costs' since the beginning. 

We don't write any solos, singing parts or 
gay cry-about-your-girlff iend parts. The 
only influence bands really had on us was 
seeing them live and how they got the 
crowd moving. Not so much musical style. 

No13 : The recent political climate has 
effected punk and hardcore music in 
America and around the world . 

Particularly Bush Jr. 's foreign and 
domestic policies. I noticed that you 
have a song that includes current 
events like a pedophile priest 
reference.. "..Molesting Priests who crave the Alter Boy 
Dick. . . " but no references to our current political 
clpnate. Why? (Wow, what a serious question) 

Frisonerl3 : We do have a song about today's political bullshit. 
Check out "Diseased". From the lead rant, "No attempt at 
peace. War has much more profit." we take a stance on today's 


war situation. Really, we don't give a fuck about foreign 
policies. When it comes down to it, nothing anyone says is 
going to change our governments policies. That's half the 
reason that song is as pissed off as it is. 

No13 : You guys have decided to self release your 
newest CD "Strength of One", are you shopping it 
around to labels? Has there been any 
interest? If you had your choice of labels, 
which would you choose? 

Prisonerl3 : We had a ton of material that we felt 
is worthy of a cd. Rather than put out a 2 song 
'sign me up' demo, we put it all out at once. If a 
label shows interest and wants to help us out... 
cool. If not, we're having a blast doing things by 
ourselves. There are some labels we think we'd fit 
in on like Bridge 9, Trustkill and Victory. 

No13 : How's booking your tour going? 
Prisonerl3 : We're going on tour with The New 
Element in mid-August. We're looking for any 
kind of dates from VT to FL, so if anyone can help out, there's 
a party in it for you. So far pretty good. 

No13 : What did you listen to today? Or what have you 
been listening to allot lately? 

Prisoner! 3 : Well Steve O has been all about Ramstein, Justin 
Timberlake and L L Cool J lately. No, just joking. Terror, 
Pantera, Shadows Fall, Sworn Enemy, Lamb Of God, 

Madball, Superjoint Ritual, and SOD. Pretty much 
any heavy band that never compromised their style 
for popularity. 

No13 : If Henry Rollins and Harley Flannigan got 
into a fist fight... who would win? 

Prisonerl3 : Henry Rollins. Harley is badass, but 
Rollins is fucking huge. Give me a break, stupid 
question. 

No13: What's your favorite Simpson’s episode? 
Prisoner! 3 : The one where Bart gets hooked on 
crystal meth and sells his sisters for coke money. I 
think it’s episode # 420. South Park is way better. 
No13: Where do you see Prisonerl 3 2 years 
from now?

11/15- Mental, The Jaguarz, Say Goodbye, For The Worse, (some band from 
California), and Minderaser@ Bill’s Bar 

A cool all ages matinee at Bill's on a Saturday. 

Minderaser has members of Shot Dead and Mental and play typical 
hardcore stuff. They were a good opener and with some practice they'll do great for 
themselves. 

I can't remember if For the worse went next or the touring band from 
California. So I'll do the touring band. I didn't really find them all that interesting. 
They were good and played well, but I just didn't hear anything that really blew me 
away. Typical hardcore with just enough breakdowns to exhaust all the hardcore 
ero-besizers. 

For The Worse were really who I went to the show to see. They play fast, 
brutal hardcore songs with no frills, no 
solos and no tough guy, macho bullshit. 

Mike McCarthy is the perfect front man. He commands the crowd, and he was the only front 
man to leave the stage all show. Their songs were quick, funny and never long enough for me 
to get bored. I love a band that doesn't take themselves too seriously. They reminded me of 
another fun and great band... Murphy's Law.(P) 

Say Goodbye was next and I really enjoyed their "Anti-Social" EP, though I didn't 
give it a great review, it has definitely grown on me.

11/19- Suspect Device, The Blue Balls and The Vanished® Bill’s Bar 

Not this fuckin place again! Yup another show at Bill's. God I hate this fucking place. 
This show was suppose to be headlined by Sixer, thank god they didn't play... I’m not a 
big fan. It also was suppose to be cancelled, but was back on without anyone knowing. 
The turn out was small... but loyal. 

The Vanished play that shit that all the little emo kids love. Kind of "punk" but 
really emotional and not really tough enough to be able to hold up on a hardcore or punk 
bill.

impressed me. And FUCK. ...their singer looks dead on like Choke!!! Check 
it out. I did a comparison this time. The Choke picture isn’t that great ...but 
it’s hard to miss. Their songs were intense and all of the kids started to get 
warmed up. Lots of hardcore aerobics and fist flying fury. 

This was the first time I'd ever seen Last In Line. I've always loved 
their records but I just never had a chance to see them.
